ill The parents had gone sa early 
in the day, and did not return until about 
11 

The. caravan was filthy, the floor being 
strewn. with soiled rags and bits of hay, on 
which, apparently, the entire family slept. 
‘There was no sign of food except im a bird 
cage, in which t ma was a linnet, for which 
bird seed and water had been provided. - No 
provision had been made for the children 
during the parents’ absence. 

Outside a forlorn old grey mare was tied 
to a stone wall, and two wretched dogs—a 
greyhound and a nondescript—prowled about 
the lane for scraps. 

The defence of the parents when the case 
was first before the Court was that when 
leaving the caravan in the morning they 
arranged with a woman in a neighbouring 
tent to take charge of the children, and Mr. 
Hannan, the Justice, adjourned the hearing 
for the evidence of this woman. 

Mrs. Cooper, the woman mentioned, was 
called yesterday. She said that she was not 
asked to look after the children. On several 
occasions during the previous fortnight she 
had given the children something to eat when 
she saw them walking about the lané and 
knew that the parents were away. She gave 
the children their dinner on Thursday last, 
but she did not want the parents to know 
that, as one night the mother, coming back 
intoxicated, abused her for having presumed 
te give them anything. 

There were other campers in the lane, ant 
all gave the children something to eat. The 
children were in a very dirty state, and. 
although the witness had been travelling all 
her life, she had never..seen. children so 
badly clad. 

Inspector Johns said that the children were 
hardy, 2° 1 looked fairly well nourished, 

Sergeant Coghlan (18 E) said that from 
inquiries he had found that the children were 
left. frequently for hours and hours alone and 
foodless. i 

The Justice sentenced the accused to six 
months” hard labour each, remarking that 
the mother had been previously convicted of 
other offences, and that the father had been 
fined £2 at Kilkenny some time ago for 
cruelty to the children. 

Inspector Johns said that arrangements 
were being made for the committal of the 
children to an industrial school. The old 
grey mare, which was valued at 16s., and 
the tw6 dogs would be cared for by the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals.

The Origin of the St. Leger. 


Ireland has a special. interest in the 
St. Leger, which is to be run at Doncaster ; 
for the great classic race takes its name 
after an Irishman, Lieutenant-General 
Anthony St. Leger, the founder of the 
famous Hell Fire Club, who owned much 
land in Yorkshire, and was at one time 
member of Parliament for a Yorkshire 
constituency. 

The first ‘St. Leger, which was run )n 

1776, four ‘years before the first Derby, 
was a modest affair, which drew only six 
subscribers and five runners. The race 
grew rapidly in popularity, however, until 
now there are something over 300 sub 
cribers. 
; Deásastár races have freguently had 
Roval patronage in various Ways. Oueen 
Anne cave a gold cun to the meeting one 
i also entered horses, and Queen 
Victoria saw the St. Leger race shortly 
before her accession to the throne. King 
Kdward VII. was a regular attender at 
the Doncaster meeting, and when Prince 
of Wales he twice won the St. Leger—first 
with Persimmon in 1896, and later with 
Diamond Jubilee in 1900.

DISAPPEARING 
BRITAIN. 


ST. PAUL’S TAKES A 
TILT. 
bhé sa Sa 
FAMOUS BRIDGE MOVES 
WITH TIDES. 


FORK, Tuesday. 
B se. is sinking to sea level at the 


rate of nine inches every hundred 

years. When her cliffs first rose from 
the sea they were 70 feet higher than they 
are to-day.. The land is now sinking faster 
than in prehistoric times. 

These facts, and others equally astonishing 
concerning the movement of the land surface 
and of famoug London buildings, were re- 
vealed in the Engineering Section of the 
British Association’s Conference at York yes- 
terday by Captain T. E. Longfield, of His 
Majesty’s Ordnance Survey. 

Captain Longfield discussed the theory that 
the Siietibe built a 12 feet high embankment 
on the Thames at Southwark, because the 
land had subsided below high tide level. 

“I may be,” he said, “thaí the efforts 
of the London County Council, in raising and 
strengthening the present embankments of 
the Thames to prevent a recurrence of the 
1929 floods, are merely a repetition of what 
was done then, and that engineers in the 
future will constantly be confronted by the 
same problem. The evidence seems conclu- 
sive that the level of high tide 2,000 years 
ago must have been at least 15 feet lower 
relative to the land surface than it is at 
present,”’ 


SUBSIDENCE IN LONDON, 
Captain Longfield suggested that Britain 


was now sinking faster than in prehistoric 
times. If the rate of sinking of the land 
surface at Felixstowe. were maintained, as 
well it might be over a long period, it would 
give a subsidence of 1.2 feet per 100 years. 

The ‘‘ Neolithic” evidence gave a mean 
shrinkage of about nine inches per 100 years 
and the “ Roman” evidence gave a mean 
subsidence of exactly the same amount If 
not conclusive that evidence was at least 
consistent with a general lowering of the 
land surface. 

The Bank of England, said Captain Long. 
field, was the centre of a large subsidence, 
which commenced at Paddington and con- 
tinued as far east as Limehouse, where it 
disappeared. The maximum subsidence was 
over .6 of a foot at the Bank of England. 

A definite and measurable subsidence in 
Central London, which appeared to be con- 
fined to the thickly built-over areas, where 
there is gravel or alluvium overlyine the clay, 
had been going on with fair regularity, at any 
rate, since 1865 : ; 


WATERLOO BRIDGE SEE-SAWS. 
Captain Longfield also referred to land 
movements associated with the rise and fall 
of the tides: ‘A seismograph in the County 
Hall, Westminster,” he said. “chas shown a 
definite movement of the building correspond- 
ing with high and low tides. 
_““ Waterloo Bridge sinks at hich tide and 
rises again at low tide, owing to the com- 
pression due to the weight of the water. 
“Some underground railway tunnels below 
the Thames hecome very slightly egg-shaped 
as a result of the weight of the water above 
them at high tide, and recain their normal 
circular shape when the tide recedes.” 
_ St. Paul's Cathedral is also gradually sink- 
Ing, Captain Longfield declared. “‘ Each 
separate levelling,’’ he said, “shows that St. 
Paul's has sunk relatively at three points. 
From 1895 to 1914 the mean relative sub- 
sidence was almost exactly .1 of a foot, and in 
the period 1914 to 1932 the mean was again 
1. The east end of the Cathedral appears to 
have sunk more than the west end. 


BANK’S DISTURBING BEHAVIOUR 

What was described as the ** disturbing 
behaviour of the Bank of England,”’ was also 
discussed. Captain Longfield said that the 
building had sunk a total of .587 of a foot 
in the Jast 68 years. 

_“* Not content with this,” he said, “ina 
similar way to St. Paul’s, it has under- 
gone a slight tilt from north to south. It 
is, of course. built above an underground 
river—the Walbrook. 

““I hope that what I have said,” remarked 
Captain Longfield smilingly, * will not be the 
cause of any sleepless nights. I would remind 


possible victims of insomnia that wherever } 


they may sleep in London, they are at any 
rate as safe as the Bank of England.”’ 


BELIEF IN FAIRIES. 


WERE.THEY A RACE OF 
MEN? 


Do you believe in fairies? 

The British Association has been called 
upon to answer many intricate questions in 
the 101 years of its existence, but never 
ae yesterday had this question been put 

it. 

A white-haired clergyman, Canon J. A. 
MacCulloch, of the Bridge of Allan, was the 
questioner, and it was decided after some 
pardonable hesitation that fairies belonged to 
the anthropology section. 

The Canon called his lecture “ Were Fairies 
an Actual Race of Men?’’ and the serious 
anthropologists listened spell-bound as he ex- 
pounded his theories 

He spoke with such convincing earnestness 
on gnomes and goblins, pigmies and mer- 
maids, that amy moment one might have ex- 
vected to hear the silvery sound of tinker 
bell, or see Peter Pan come flying through 
the window. 

But they did not materialise and the British 
Association was left undecided whether it 
believed in fairies or not. Even the Canon 
himself was not sure. He said he thought 


‘there were grounds for believing that the 


fairies were an early race of men, but he 
he inclined to the theory that an animistic 
belief in a race of supernatural origin had 
given the impetus to the widespread. tradition 
of fairies, and with that the British Associa- 
tion had to be satisfied. 


ORIGIN OF FAIRIES. 
Canon MacCulloch said that the yard in

“Was a pigmy race once widespread? In 
the Neolithic age, in Europe, groups of pigmies 
seemed to have lived side-by-side with their 
taller neighbours. If such a race once existed 
widely in Europe, and if traditional dwarfs, 
and te. some extent fairies, are derived from 
memories of an actual race, we might regard 
pigmies as a source of the traditions, just as 
the African little people are derived from 
earlier pigmies. or bush meu.”’ 


EARTH SPIRITS. 

The canon dealt next with earth spirits, 
who, he said, resented man’s opening up of 
the eartn, ploughing it, building on it, and 
defiling it. The fairy dislike of iron, shared 
by ghosts and spirits, was first a human dis- 
like transferred tu them. 

i For what man feared spirits would also 
ear. 

This dislike of iron by fairies did not prove 
that they were an early, non-metal-using 
people, transmuted into elfins, but only that 
human fear of metals was transferred to 
supernatural beings. 

Reviewing the evidence as a whole, he con- 
cluded that while some traits of fairies 
suggest an earlier race of men, others were 
found to be purely animistic in origin. Even 
where, as in Polynesia, Melanesia and Africa, 
certain groups of fairy-like beings seemed to 
be an earlier race of men thus transformed, 
their tiny size, their supernatural power and 
their spirit aspect were non-human. 

Many spirits, such as vampires, ghosts, 
pixies, mermaids and swan maidens, and the 
spirit foxes in Japan, were of non-human 
ancestry. 


FAIRY-LIKE PIGMIES. 

Dr. Margaret Murray, Assistant Professor 
of Egyptology at University College, London, 
and a noted anthropologist, threw cold water 
ou some of Canon MacCulloch’s theories. She 
declared that fairies must be considered 
anthropological even to-day. 

‘In the southern hills of India,” she said, 
“there is a wild tribe of pigmies, who are 
regarded by their neighbours as sorcerers of 
the worst type, and must be propitiated by 
sacrifice. They are very much like the fairies 
of Europe; for they live in the jungle and 
are hardly ever seen.”’ 

Mr. H. D. Acland, Falmouth, told a fairy 
story of a fishing expedition at Mount’s 
Bay, Cornwall. 

Fishing there in the evening,” he said, 
“I heard the most beautiful music. There 
could not possibly be anyone near. It was 
ne earthly music, so I stopped fishing and 
went to find the fairy. And i tcand my fairy 
musician; but it was only the water 
on the stones.”’ 


BIRD MIGRATION,

“SENSE OF DIRECTION ” 
NOT SUFFICIENT. 


Professor C. J. Patton, of Hull, describing 
to the section of Zoology his researches on bird 
nigration carried out on a rock island off the 
Irish coast, said that instinct alone did not 
guide migrating birds to their winter homes. 
Sharp intelligence and wonderfully keen eye- 
sight kept them on the right road. 

‘“ Birds are not automata,” the Professor 
declared vehemently. ‘‘ They have an eye, 
brilliant and discriminating, presided over by 
an essentially eye brain; the so-called sense 
of direction is not alone sufficient; without 
the aid of the true physical sense of sight 
it could not act.”'

THE CHANGE IN WOMAN'S 
. OUTLOOK, 

Fashion cycles were discussed by Mr. 


Robert Wilson, general manager and secre- 
tary of the British Colour Association, in the 
Industrial Oo-operation section. 

He said that as the speed of life increased 
sv the changes in fashion became more rapid. 

“Have you noticed,” he asked, ‘the 
articles of the mere male’s wardrobe which 
have recently appealed ‘to woman—trousers, 
waistcoats, severe coats, cut on masculine 
lines, and bowler hats? 

‘These things have not come from the 
whim of a dress designer. Even Patou 
cannot make a fashion unless it expresses 
contemporary life. The adoption of mascu- 
line modes by women is not haphazard. — It 
is inevitable in the logical sequence of 
evolution. 

“I do not think people fully realise how 
woman's outlook has changed’ in recent 
years. It is not very long since she was 
fighting for the vote. Now women are 
gradually capturing, the positions that were 
regarded as the absolute possessions of men, 
and, as woman in business is becoming more 
and more efficient, so must her clothes 
become more efficient, more lithe in hurrying 
crowds, in busy streets, tubes and "buses. 


HEART STILL IN CONTROL. 


“At the same time, the emotions of 

woman will ever be controlled to a great 
extent by her heart and not by her ca 
and it is, therefore, understandable how this 
question of fashion is becoming more and 
more complex.” 
_ If they represented the period in which we 
lived, no mau could prevent women smoking, 
wearing short skirts, or altering the appear- 
ance of their faces by cosmetics. 

“ And yet,” exclaimed Mr. Wilson, “I 
wonder if these things could have happened 
twenty ae ago?” 

Mr. Wilson said that the advancement of 
science and the increasing appreciation of 
art, used discerningly, could much to 
bring peace happiness and prosperity, 
but many of our industrialists were living 
in the t, in an age of red flapnelette, 
horse-hair sofas, and solid bow windows, and 
were hampered by stuffy tradition.

IRISH SEAMAN’S 
ADVENTURES. | 


VOYAGE INA 
12-TON YACHT. 


BATTERED BY SEAS 
AND GALES. 


OW an Irish seaman, John Lynch, of 

Queenstown, a German journalist, and 

a German cinematographer set out on 

an adventurous trip from douthanipton to 

the Arctic regions in a twelve-ton yacht was 

rish Times reporter yesterday 

when Mr. Lynch arrived back in Dublin 
from Iceland, 

The Irishman, who has had experience of 
deep-sea yachting and who has travelled 
around the world many times, left his native 
Queenstown about the middle of ~~ last for 
Southampton looking: for work. For about 
two mar á his luck was‘out and he failed to 
find anything to do. Towards the end of 
May he heard by chance that a deep-sea 
sailing yacht named the Atlanta had arrived 
at Southampton from Leubeck, a German 
port in the Baltic Sea. Mr. Lynch saw his 
opportunity, and it was not long before he 
secured an interview with Captain Walter 
Greig, the journalist, and the owner of the 
ship, Herr Hans Herring, the cinemato- 
grapher, and the result was that on; May 
29th he sailed as boatswain from Southampton 
with the two Germans, all being imtent. upon 
combining business and pleasure with adven- 
ture. 

The Arctic regions was their objective, but, 
as will be seen, the tiny craít only got as 
far as Iceland. 

The trio set out with confidence equal to 
that of the Vikings of old, and it was on 
the Irishman that the party depended almost 
solely for the sebmanekin The Atlanta at 
first sailed down the coast of Devon and 
Cornwall in a slight breeze, but on reaching 
Land’s End a gale began to blow and they 
were carried almost to the coast of Brittany. 
A change in the wind was then heading them 
for the west coast of Ireland, but another 
change came and they made for Queenstown. 


SAILS TORN TO SHREDS. 

This changing of the course and being 
carried out of their bearings for some hun- 
dreds of miles was characteristic of the whole 
trip. On three occasions their sails were 
torn to shreds by the wind and cast over- 
board, and for hours they drifted helplessly 
without any sails at all. Food was often 
scarce, and a fishing line was drawn con- 
stantly from the stern of the yacht. Creeping 
closely along the cr; from Queenstown, they 
called at Wicklow. Wun Laoghaire, and then 
reached Dublin three weeks after leaving 
Southampton. 

Having called at Lambay Island, where 
they weve well received by Lord Revelstoke, 
they next made for Donaghadee, where they 
remained for three or four days owing to 
bad weather. On leaving the shores cf 
County Down the party experienced very 
bad weather, and while trying to make for 
the Scottish coast the Atlanta was blown 
right across the Irish Sea to Red Bay, in the 
north-east of County Antrim. After remain- 
ing there for some time they ventured ont 
of the bay, but no sooner did fl.ey do so 
then they were blown back again. 


The spirit of adventure still prevailed, how- | 


ever, and the party succeeded in bidding the 
Irish coast fanann without any serious mis- 
hap. This was by no means the end of their 
rough time, for very bad weather was ex- 
perienced all the way along the Scottish 
tiords, and the trio were compelled more and 
more to embrace the protection of the coast. 
For nights they got no sleep at all, for they 
had to be constantly on the look out. 


TO BE CONTINUED. 

Having called at Oban, they then pro- 
ceeded to “do” the Hebrides, where they 
were very well received by the people, and 
were provided with food and water, and 
finally made for Iceland. 

Fair wind was experienced, and in about 
eighteen hours after leaving Lewis the 
sighted “he Valna Jokull glacier on ad 
Drring the crossing, which is about four 
hundred piles, they met only one vessel, that 
of a Danish company, whose crew cheered 
the Atlanta lustily for the plucky effort. At 
Somarva they were becalmed, and it took 
seven days to reach Reykjavik, the capital, 
though only about 120 miles away. After 
waiting for some days it was decided not to 
continue the trip until about next April or 
May, and the ) Peco was put up for the 
winter. 

Mr. Lynch left Iceland on August 3lst, 
and arrived in Dublin yesterday, 

Some time ago Mr, Lynch went on a simi- 
lar —_ with an Irish journalist, Captain 
Edward Connor O’Brien, of London, on 
the Saoirse. The trip lasted for two years, 
and Captain O’Brien has written a book 
describing his experiences.

India’s Future. 


If the British Government’s plans for 
India’s future miscarry, no blams can 
fall upon the Viceroy, whose loyal 
execution of its policy—with which often 
he must disagree—is beyond all praise. 
Grave weakness in the past has furnished 
the Earl of Willingdon with a herculean 
labour that has not been lightened by his 
new duty to make smooth the way for 
Westminster’s well-intentioned, but un- 
doubtedly temerarious, communal award. 
It may be useless to cry over spilt milk, 
but facts must be faced, and the general 
disappointment which the various com- 
munities have manifested at the award 
does not suggest that the application of 
the forthcoming Government of India Bill, 
in which it will be embodied, is likely 
to be easy. This task, of course, will fall 
upon the Viceroy, and on Monday, in 
his inaugural speech at the Legislative 
Assembly’s Simla session, Lord Willingdon 


The main items in his speech accordingly 
were an announcement that in November 
a small conference would meet in London 
to settle those questions which had not 
yet been decided, and a survey of the 
Congress Party’s civil disobedience cam- 
paign. The Indian Government’s past 
measures to fight sedition were reviewed 
and its future plans to suppress disorder 
were foreshadowed. Finance, the results 
of the Ottawa Conference and trade 
conditions occupied the remainder of the 
Viceroy’s address. 

The proposed London Conference in 
November represents a slight departure 
from schedule. Originally, the Consultative 
Committee of the Round-Table Conference 
was expected to solve outstanding problems, 
and to polish any roughness off the 
British Government's plans for an Indian 
Federal Constitution before they were sub- 
mitted to a Joint Select Committee of 
Parliament. Indian Liberalism, however, 
resigned, partly through dislike of the 
award. For one reason and another, 
the Consultative Committee ceased to 
exist as a useful body, and the 
British Government was left offering 
the carefully nurtured seedlings of a 
Constitution to an India who : more 
“progressive ” gardeners—the a 
Party and the Liberals—would have no- 


“ face-saving ” almost had arisen, and in 
this emergency the Cabinet decided to call 
a conference of representatives from the 
Native States and British India, in order 
that the new Constitution, when it arrived 
in India, should have some semblance of 
overt welcome. While the members of the 
November Conference will enjoy a status 
equal with that of their Round-Table pre- 


| decessors, their proceedings will be more 


expeditious, and they will work upon a 
“fixed agenda.” The whole situation is 
evidence of Mr. Macdonald’s rashness 
when he undertook to settle the communal 
question. 

Lord Willingdon wisely did not say too 
much on this subject, but on the measures 
that are being taken to suppress rebellion 
and turmoil he was eloquent and definite. 
He showed how, since he began his term 
of office, a resolute policy towards disorder 
had brought more peaceful conditions. 
Over the greater part oi India, he said, 
“the mass of the population was no 
longer concerned with civil disobedience ; 
indeed, a general relief that steps were 
being taken to restore a sense of security 
was noticeable.’’ Nevertheless, the 
Viceroy continued, the movement was 
scotched rather than killed, and no 
modification of the Ordinances could 
be entertained at present. Lord Willing- 
don’s plain speaking will not lack 
effect; for he has proved abundantly 


that he will not tolerate uprisings and 


wilful obstructions of the Government.

The British railway companies are being 
forced to cut their coat according to their 
cloth, and some results of their economies 
were revealed yesterday in a statement by 
the Ministry of Transport. In March, 
19351, the companies employed a total staff 
of 615,592 persons. Im March of the 
present year the total was 597,971, repre- 
senting a decrease, within twelve months, 
of 17,621 persons, or 2.86 per cent. The 
companies’ total staff has decreased 
steadily since 1925, when the number 
employed at the end of March was 702,062. 
Thus the number of Great Britain’s 
employed railway workers has shrunk by 
more than one hundred thousand in seven 
years. During most of that time wages 
were sacrosanct as the result of national 
agreements; but certain modifications 
followed an award of the National Wages 
Board eighteen months ago, whereby the 
average wage was reduced by séme four 
shillings a week. The steady reduction of 
staffs also has affected the total bill for 
salaries and wages, which was £105,835,000 
in 1931, as compared with £114,536,000 in 
1930. If the companies had been able to 
reduce wages—fixed on a war basis—in 
accordance with the post-war cost of 
living, they would not have been com- 
pelled to dismiss one. hundred thousand 
workers; but railway service remains a 
‘‘ sheltered ' trade, although the com- 
panies’ prosperity has departed and many 
thousands of their shareholders are in dire 
distress. The plight of the Irish railways 
is yet more lamentable. They are 
oppressed by grossly unfair conditions of 
traffic, and, even if these are reformed, 
they can expect to recover only a part of 
their former business from the maw of 
road competition. Already the Great 
Southern Company’s receipts for the 
present year are less by £235,000 than 
those for the corresponding period of last 
year—which showed an alarming deficit— 
and the Great Northern Company's 
takings have fallen by £104,000. The end 
of the Irish railways is in sight unless they 
can obtain relief from the crushing burden 
of their uneconomic wages bills. Very soon 
their workers must make the unpleasant 
choice between less profitable employment 
and no employment at all. 


The Baker’s Art. 


When the bakers of the British Isles met 
at their annual exhibition in London this 
week they announced a reduced con- 
sumption of bread. .It is due, they 
tell us, to a decline in the number 
of children between five and sixteen 
years of age. In those early days 
of. nursery storm and stress, followed by 
the discipline of school, we consume more 
bread than at any other period of our 
lives, Later, we lose a good habit, but 
then there are no governesses to lock away 
the cake. To meet the situation the 
bakers are obliged to concentrate their 
energies upon the production of pastry and 
confectionery. The staff of life has 
budded into quaint and dainty morsels 
designed to take the eye, and thus, of 
necessity, is fancy bred. Among the 
varied features of this year’s exhibition is 
& massive cake upon which the parting of 
Ruth and Naomi is depicted in sugar ; and 


the smaller “' fancies ' include delicate 
flowers and fruit carried out in marzipan.

| demerits of the Railway 


It might well be supposed that the Cork 
Stockholders’ Association could do useful ser- 
vice in winning their own parliamentary re- 
presentatives to admit the urgent needs of the 
railways, and to promote and advocate early 
legislative relief. We have no news from 
Cork of the rendering or result of any Such 
useful service. Indeed, it appears to me that 
the activities of the Association are confined 
to less than half-a-dozen individuals, and 
I cannot help doubting whether they really 
represent anybody but themselves. I know 
nothing of Mr. Forde-Nagie, but I heard him 
speak at the recent meeting of shareholders 
at the Dublin Mansion House, and his chief 
concern there seemed to be to claim that his 
Association had forced the directors to con- 
sult the shareholders. He did not satisfy me 
that his assertion had any relation to- the 
facts; for it is my own recollection that the 
directors and shareholders were brought to- 
gether into the closest association—without 
coercion of any kind—on the suggestion of 
Dr. Sherlock. As a result of that suggestion 
joint meetings of the directors and of share- 
holders selected by themselves were con- 
vened, and were attended by Mr. Forde-

Following the meeting, a joint deputation 
waited on the Ministry for Industry and Com.

H. H. P. Deasy, of Birr, is reported to have 
been ‘‘unanimously elected an honorafy 
member.” I believe that Major Deasy 1s 
personally a gentleman of the highest ga 
tability, but he owes the honours of the Cork 
Association to the fact that he recently 
revealed himself as the author of a proposal 


impracticable as was ever put forward. His 
plan, quite seriously urged, was that the 
trade unions should have a conference with 
the. directors of the Great Southern and the 
Great Northern Railways, and with the 
shareholders of the Railways’ é 
Association, ‘‘ with a view to preparing a 
scheme for the just treatment of all con- 
cerned with railway and road transport im 
this eéuntry, and submit it to President de 
Valera, who should be asked to have the 
necessary legislation introduced in the Dail 
without further delav.” Major Deasy also 
asked that the proposed conference should 
make a special appeal for the co-operation of 
Mr. Cosgrave, Mr. Norton and their parties 
in support of the justice of the claim.

As a humhle Dublin shareholder, claiming 
to be as well qualified to judge the merits or 
oard of Directors 

as are any self-appointed Cork experts, and 


that my interests should be in the hands 
of the directors rather than in the hands of 
their Cork critics. 1 think it is most 
desirable, in the best interest of the railways, 
that these foolish people should realise that 
they have no real backing for their petty 
policy of captious criticism in the face of 
the enemy, and that there are very many 
shareholders, like myself, who regard their 
ill-considered and ill-timed agitation as 
merely mischievous and impertinent.— Yours, 
etc., '' A SHAREHOLDER.’

A Roman Cure. 


A Roman resort, where the sick and 
crippled bathed in the hope of being 
healed, has been discovered by M. Henr! 
Corot, under the auspices of the Antiqu! 
ties Committee of the Céte d’Or. M. Corot 
has been directing his attentions to the 
source of the Seine at St. Germain-Sources 
de-la-Seine, in Burgundy, and his first 
find was the site of the Gallo-Roman 
temple dedicated to the goddess Seguana, 
who presided over the birth of the great 
river. Coins found on the site date the 
temple to a period before the Christian 
Era. Facing the temple was a great bath- 
ing pool, some eighty yards long by thirty 
wide, and supplied by mineral springs 
rich in iron. These waters were believed 
to have the property of curing rickets, 
scrofula, and of healing the crippled. 
Those who bathed there did not hang their 
crutches and sticks in the temple, but 
made offerings of statues of themselves in 
sign of thankfulness. M. Corot has dis- 
covered innumerable bronze statuettes oí 
men, women and children with tragically 
deformed limbs. This thermal station 
must have been the goal of thousands of 
sufferers in search of relief. The whole 
district was at that time peopled by the

ECONOMIC BLOCKADE 
DECLARED.

WHOLESALERS FACED 
WITH EXTINCTION.

é“ | HE situation created by the estab- 

lishment of the Government dépót 
for milk distribution ” was discussed by a 
large meeting of the Dublin Wholesale 
a Retail Milk Vendors’ Association at 
a meeting last night in Barry’s Hotel. 

hes were made in Opposition to 
the scheme, which, it was said, threatened 
milk traders in the city with serious conse- 
quences, and the following resolutéon was 
passed : — ' 

“That this meeting strongly protests 
against the action of the Government in 
taking up trading in milk without having 
approached the distributors in any way 
or made any investigation as to the 
reasonableness or otherwise of the prices 
charged to consumers, and emphatically 
object to public money being utilised for 
a service which is at present efficiently 
carried out by private enterprise, and 
pledge our support to the Executive Com- 
mittee of this Association in any steps 
they may think advisable to take in 
defence of our interests.’’ 


VERY SPECIAL QUALITY. 


The Chairman (Mr. Brian Doyle), in 
proposing the resolution, said that the 
Dublin milk traders were faced with a 
very serious position. In their first Budget 
the present Government voted £100,000 to 
rovide free milk for the necessitous poor 


in the Saorstat, and of that sum £28,000 | 


was earmarked for Dublin, Immediately 
afterwards the. Milk Vendors’ Association 
sought to have Dublin traders considered 
in the supply and distribution of milk so 
provided, and, in an interview with the 
Minister, put their case very forcibly. 
They received a sympathetic hearing, but 
the Dublin Board of Assistarice persisted 
in the attitude that only a very special 
quality of milk was good enough to give 
free in Dublin—a quality which was not 
insisted on in. other centres, such as 
Limerick, Cork, Kilkenny, Galway and 
elsewhere. 

The Association had proved that £28,000 
could, and should, give free milk to about 
9,000 children instead of 5,000. and that 
5s. per child per month would be sufficient 
to give one pint of milk to each of the 
children daily. They had offered to supply 
Grade ‘‘ A ”’ milk at that price, but all to 
no avail, The Dublin Board of Assistance 
insisted on obtaining a very special milk 
from a few very special people on the 
borders of the city. They had refused to 
give the ordinary cowkeepers or other 

blin dairy people who paid rates and 
taxes in the city any say in the matter; 
they wanted very special milk from a 
select few at the select price of 8s. per 
child per month instead of 5s. They were 
thus depriving Dublin milk vendors of any 
share in the scheme, and so automatically 
depriving them of a share of their ordinary 
every-day business. Further, they were 
depriving 4,000 poor children of the free 
milk to which they were entitled. 


THREATENED WITH RUIN. 


Another aspect of the present position 
threatened them with total extinction. The 
Dairy ig tr Board, through the New- 
market Dairy Company, had come to 
Dublin to take over the milk business of 
‘Dublin, bag and baggage. That might not 
be the declared policy, but it was the 
obvious policy from the arrangement made, 
and that it was expected to sweep the 
Dublin milk traders off the streets. Nobody 
could buy milk but them; nobody could 
sell milk but them; and everybody must 
not only buy milk from them, but must 
sell it at whatever price they fixed, irre- 
spective of whether the retailer made a 
profit on it or not. 

The position of the wholesaler, con- 
tinued Mr. Doyle, would be even more 
serious, and he would be put off the road. 
In September the Newmarket Dairy (Co. 
were offering milk at the price the farmer 
should receive, and from (October 1st the 
price would be Is. per gallon—the mini- 
mum that the farmer should receive on 
that date. So that, along with giving the 
retailer no profit, and wiping out the 
wholesaler, the farmers of Dublin, Kil- 
dare, Louth, Meath, Wicklow and Wex- 
ford, would be either left without a market 
for their milk, or have to put up with a 
reduction of 2d. or 3d. a gallon. 

There were two alternatives before milk 
vendors—extinction or resistance. Which 
would they, the cowkeepers or the farmers. 
adopt ? 


OFFICIALDOM BLAMED. 


Mr, C. J. Curran. saconding. said it 
appeared from the Government organ that 
if the Government succeeced in this move 
they would next embark in trading in 
butter, eggs and other provisions. He 
presumed they would do this without wait- 
ing for any investigation or report from 
a Price Tribunal, or consulting the people 
in the trade. He cid not know how far 
the heads of the Government were re-. 
sponsible for the present policy, but they 
must take the responsibility. His own 
vpinion, however, was tha‘ officialdom, 
which had a stranglehold on the country, 
had a lot to do with it. : 

The milk vendors were prepared to prove 
to any tribunal that they were not making 
even fair profits, not to speak of excessive 
profits. As one who, in common with 
others at that meeting, had supported the 
election to office of the present Govern- 
ment, he regretted tat thsy had started 
on the present policy.

ATTACK MADE 
FROM A FIELD. 


ABOUT FIFTY SHOTS

Ennis on Monday night. go to show 
that four detective  officers—Michael 
Carroll, Myles Muldowney, Barney Hanly, 
and Martin Mulkeen—were fired at when 
about twenty-five yards from the gate ol 
the Ennis Garda Barracks. ; 

At the tame, approximately 11.30 p.m., 
the detectives were returning from duty 
in the town and were walking on the 
centre of Abbey street, which 
straight from the Queen's Hotel to the 
barrack gate for a distance of about 120 
yards. About forty yards from the gate 
and at right angles to Abbey street is the 
Clubhouse Bridge, under which the River 
Fergus flows along by the side of the 
barrack. At the other side of the river is 
another road and a field surrounded by - 
high wall. It was from behind this wall, 
and also from the Quecn’s Hotel side, that 
the shots were discharged by the attacking 
force. The attackers thus tired across the 
river and along one of the main streets of 
Ennis. 

The first fusilade caused the detectives 
to run for cover. They hurriedly entered 
the barrack gate, crouched behind a wail 
at the side of the barrack avenne, and 
returned the fire. Along by the side of 
this avenue are tall trees, and now and 
then bullets discharged by the attackers 
whistled through. the branches of the 
trees. Hearing the shooting Detective- 
Sergeant Tormey, who was in the} 
barracks, rushed out and saw flashes 
issuing apparently from discharying guns 
at the field side of the river. He opened 
fire in the direction of the sparks and 
shouted at the other detectives to '' Get 
after them.”’ 
ceased. The detectives ran 
bridge and entered the field. 

No attempt was made to pursue the 
attackers, who had fired from the Queen's 
Hotel side, because, it is stated, that after 
the preliminary shots no further discharges 
came from that direction. No trace of the 
attackers could be found in the field, but 
the searchers’ task was rendered ex- 
tremely difficult owing to the darkness otf 
the night. 

The detectives returned to the barrack, 
and early this morning made a thorough 
search of the field and adjoining streets.

DAMAGED WALLS. 

Walls of the buildings near the scene of 
the shooting and the approaches to the 
barrack bear signs of bullet marks. At 
one point, about six feet from the ground, 
there is a neatly drilled bullet hole in a 
cement wall. é. 

When the shooting commenced there 
were some pedestrians in Abbey street 
making their way homewards. They im- 
mediately ran for cover. None of the 
pedestrians was injured, nor was 
any detective officer. As far as can be 
ascertained, the attackers also escaped un- 
scathed, as a search of the surroundings 
failed to reveal any traces of blood. 

The detectives state that they did not 
return the fire in the Queen’s Hotel direc 
tion, but concentrated on the direction of 
the field where the main body of attackers 
appeared to be situated. It is believed 
that there were at least five men in the 
field, and one or two at the Queen's Hotel 
side, About thirty shots were fired by the 
attackers and about twenty by the de- 
tectives 

People living in the vicinity of the 
barrack clearly heard ine shots and were 
considerably alarmed. One resident heard 
about twenty-five shots, and others, re- 
siding at a distance from the scene, about 
ten. 

Detective Officers Carroll and Mul- 
downey are the two detectives involved in 
the recent incidents at Kilrush, as a re- 
sult of which Messrs. Gilmore and Ryar 
were wounded, and into which a sworn 
inquiry is being opened to-morrow. The 
two officers have been stationed in Ennis 
for the past fortnight. 

Up to the present no arrest has been 
made in connection with Monday’s affray, 
but extensive searches and inquiries are 
still being made by the detective force.

A WARNING TO. 
LANCASHIRE. 


The Times to-day in a leading artic.e 
says:—The letter from the Minister of 
Labour to the secretaries of the employers’ 
and the operatives’ organisations in the 
weaving section of the cotton trade Is ex- 
ceedingly disturbing, because it says. in 
effect, that the conditions for successful 
intervention do not exist. Hitherto the 
Minister has not made a public approach 
to the parties to the dispute. It is an 
unfortunate sign that he considers it need- 
ful-to address them in this exhortatory 
way, instead of calling them together to 
discuss their differences with the aid of 
the Ministry, in the hope of reaching a 
settlement. Sir Henry Betterton, who 
commands in his department the services 
of men of wide knowledge and experienced 
judgment in industrial diplomacy, is de- 
liberately of opinion that a reasonable 
ground for hoping that intervention would 
bring the disputants to agreement is not 
discoverable. Intervention is not a 
miraculous act; it cannot produce agree- 
ment when the will to agree is wanting. 

The construction that must be put upon 
the Minister’s letter is, therefore, that he 
does not find at present an active desire 
to seek agreement, He has informed the 
industry and, at the same time, the public 
of the nature of the difficulties he has dis 
covered. No Minister before has been so 
outspoken, and yet the plainness of speech 
bars no door and limits no future action 
by the Minister. Intervention is a delicate 
matter, and, as every competent negotiator 
knows, it must be ‘timed for a propitious 
hour. Sometimes the hour may be soon 
and sometimes it may be late. In Lan- 
cashire the hour has not come, and the 
strike is now in the middle of its second 
week. i 

The Minister has stripped the talk about 
intervention of its. superficial pretence, 
He has laid bare the stark fact that the 
desire for a settlement in the quarters that 
matter is not sufficient to give mediation a 
chance of success. Lancashire is as 
much disturbed by this discovery as it 
ought to be, then, perhaps, reconciling 
forces will be set in motion to alter not 
only the face, but also the substance, of 
things.

THE IRISH BRONZE INDUSTRY 


Miss Dobbs remarked that these finds 
were not surprising, as Cornwall was the | 
halfway-house on the great trade route be- 
tween Ireland and Brittany. The bronze 
age, she pointed out, began circa 2500 
B.C., and ended about 1900 B.C. on the 
Continent, though in Cornwall and Ire- 
land it lasted longer. 

Referring to. the alluvial gold deposit 
which made Ireland the El Dorado of the 
Western world, Miss Dobbs said that an

when gold supplies gave out, about 1000 
B.C., and, though the imports of Cornish 
tin might have lasted until about 500 
B.C., the intercourse between Ireland and 
Cornwall then ended with the beginning of 
the use of tron. 

These people were Iberians, Celts not 
having come into existence at this time, 
and their civilisation was far superior to 
that of the early Iron Age which followed. 


THE TENDENCY TO DREAM. 


The delegates were welcomed at the 
opening of the Congress by the President, 
who read a message from Sir John Bony- 
thon, of Adelaide, President of the Royal 
Institution of Cornwall, declaring that the 
Celts were, without question, one of the 
greatest races the world had produced. It 
might be that they had a tendency to 
dream. but they did not remain in dream- 
land. Their ideas had a way of becoming 
substantial facts. 

Mr. Jenner, in his presidential address, 
went into the question of what constituted 
a nation, and suggested that any reople

was a nation when it thought itselí one. 
Cornwall had had this national conscioas- 
ness, if not from the time when Britain 
ceased to be part of the Roman Empire, 
at least for a very long time, and had 
never lost it. Language was not a neces- 
sity, but there were people who knew 
Cornish as a mother tongue 100 years ago, 
and there never was a time when some 
people in Cornwall did not know Cornish. 

Mr. Jenner mentioned efforts in schools 
to-day to teach children to sing “ God 
Save the King” and “Land of My 
Fathers’’ in Cornish. “We have no 
quarrel,” he said, referring to Cornwall’s 


| national aspirations, ‘‘ from the neighbour- 


ing kingdom of England, which since the 
original conquest has treated us almost 
as a privileged nation.”’ 


CELTIC BRITAIN, 


The Bishop of Truro presided at the 
session. when the Rev. G. 
Hartwell Jones spoke on the introduction 
of Christianity into Celtic Britain. He 
said that the question of how and when 
Christianity reached those shores was 
enveloped in rayless obscurity, and rested 
largely on conjecture. Of all the wealth 
of lerendary lore, the traditions that 
Joseph of Arimathea came on an 
evangelising errand just fell within the 
bounds of possibility. 

In subsequent discussion Mr. Jenner 
referred to the distinction between the 
Irish and Briton sections of the Christian 
Church in early days, which was in no 
sense, however, a schism. 


STATEMENT CHALLENGED. 


Referring to the slackness which over- 
took religion, he said that it was dispelled 
by the Irish, who infused into the Briton 
Church their monastic ideas and their 
enthusiasm. 

This statement was warmly challenged 
by Canon Doble, of Bodmin, who declared 
that at the same time as Patrick was 
evangelising Ireland the West of Britain 
was fall of enthusiasm for the great Welsh 
monasteries,. of which Cardigan and 
Glamorgan ,were full. He feared that the 
influence of the Irish Church on Cornwall] 
had been greatly exaggerated. 


THE RECEPTION, 


Delegates afterwards attended a recep- 
tion by the Mayor. of Truro, Mr. F. R. 
Pascoe, who extended a welcome which 
was acknowledged by Dr. Douglas Hyde 
(Ireland), the Rev. John McKechnie 
(Scotland), Mr. F. Llewellyn Jones, 
M.P. (Wales); Mr. Jenner (Cornwall), 
Monsieur F. Gourvil (Brittany), and Miss 
Agnes O’Farrelly. 

Miss O’Farrelly said that it was untrue 
to say that the Cornish language was 
dead or that Cornwall was an English 
county.

They could not 
lie dorniant and allow their means of liveli- 
hood to be wiped out without sending forth 
their protest, and their united demand for 
the Titeodipueds of such an imposed 
situation.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE.

RESULTS OF A COUNTY 
DOWN OUTBREAK, 


During 1931 there were ninety-seven 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease in 
Great Britain. Of these, sixty-five were 
due to infection mtroduced in June by a 
consignment of cattle imported from the 
County Down via Belfast. 

The Ministry 
Fisheries in London, in their report of 
proceedings under the Diseases of Anima! 
Acts for the past year, issued yesterday, 
give a table showing the wide distribution 
of the outbreaks due to the Irish infection 
to illustrate “ the dangerous potentialities 
of this invasion of disease in the possible 
spread of infection.” ‘WS 

The number of animals landed from 
Ireland during 1931 was 831,963 cattle, 
670,556 sheep, 428,178 swine and 81 goats. 

‘* The magnitude of this trade and the 
wide distribution of the stock throughout 
Great Britain,” it is stated, *‘ seats it 
imperative to maintain in operation 
regulations for the control of the trade of 
such a character as to enable the Ministry 
to deal quickly and effectively with any 
invasion of 
animals imported from Ireland, and also; 
in the event of the disease appearing in 
Ireland, to prevent the spread of the 
diseaso to and through Great Britain 
through the medium of the Irish cattle 
trade.” ' 

The adequacy of the present regulations 
to meet these requirements was put to a 
severe test in June and July, 1931, and 
the satisfactory results achieved are a com- 
plete justification for the regulations in 
connection with the series of outbreaks ; 
7,510 animals were slaughtered by the 
Ministry, and the compensation paid 
amounted to £70,554. Of 5,450 animals 
which were given serum treatment during 
the year, only two developed the disease. 

It is pointed out, however, that serum, 
while usually affording protection against 
infection for about ten days, is not 
curative, and its use in field outbreaks is 
still only in the experimental stage. 

There was a ached increase during the 
year in the number of bovine animals 
slaughtered by local authorities under%the 
Tuberculosis Order of 1925—namely, 
18,605, compared with 15,263 in 1930. 

Outbreaks of sheep scab numbered 347, 
a reduction of 131, and there were 2,026 
confirmed outbreaks of swine fever—382 
fewer than in the previous year. 

During the calendar year 465 outbreaks 
of anthrax were confirmed, an increase of 
73, or 18.62 per cent., compared with 1930.

“MAN'S BODY. 


ENOUGH TO KILL 
MANY PERSONS.

CORONER AND 
ANONYMOUS LETTER 


Ts finding in the clothing of a dead 


man of a packet contaiming enough 
arsenic to kill 624 people was described 
at the resumed inquest at Minehead, 


Somerset, yesterday, on Arthur James Hares 
(52), shop manager, of Birmingham, who was 
found dead on Porlock Hill on August 16th. 
The inquest was opened on August 19th and 
was adjourned for an analysis of certain 


— 
irs. Hares, the widow, in evidence yester- 
day, said that she last saw Hares on August 
12th. On July 14th he had a fall downstairs 
and on being X-rayed at a Birmingham 
hospital he was found to have fractured the 
third and fourth lumbar vertebrae, He stayed 
at home under treatment until Angust 12th, 
and only once went out with her. On August 
12th she asked him if he felt fit to visit the 
shop and he said it was very hot. His 
memory seemed to be rather lacking. She 
left the house about 3.45 and returning at 
5 p.m. was amazed to find it mae Oo About 
9.15 she reported the matter to the police. 

The Coroner (Mr. Geoffrey Clarke) asked 
Mrs. Hares, in view of the reports received 
from the analyst that there was a considerable 
amount of arsenic found in the stomach, 
whether, to her knowledge, there was any 
arsenic in the house. 

She replied that she had no knowledge 
whatever of there being any in the house, and 
it was a great shock to her that arsenic had 
been found in the body. Her husband had 
gone off very much during his illness and 
lost a lot of weight. 


FINDING OF THE BODY. 


Evidence as to the finding of the body in 
a little copse was given by an A.A. patrol. 

P.C. Buckingham stated that he found, on 
searching the pockets, a packet in white 
aper with a printed abel, “ Arsenic. 
Polson.” : 
P.C. Buckingham said he had ascertained 
that the arsénic had not been obta‘ned at 


Poflock, and Police Superintendent Barber 
also stated that other inquiries which had 
been made showed that it had not apparently 
been obtained in that district at all. 

Dr. Godfrey Carter, pathologist to the 
Taunton and West Somerset Hospital, said 
the body was very thin. The face had a 
inched expression, and there was no food 
in the stomach. A report on the contents 
of tie organs, which he had received from 
the County Analyst, showed that pure 
arsenic was present jn the stomach and 
intestines to a total amount of 48 grains. 
Arsenic was also present in the hair of 
the head from the scalp to the ends of the 
hair, which showed that m:nute doses must 
have been finding entrance to the system for 
some time, perhaps a month, before death. 
But this in itself was not sufficient to cause 
death. It was evident that a very large 
dose must have been taken not very long 
before death. i 
The Coroner stated that he had received an 
anonymous letter, but did not propose to 
make the contents public, and though st 
the moment his verdict, he thought, would be 
very clear on the evidence. In view of the 
contents of the letter and the very large 
uantity of arsenic in the packet found on 
aces; he thought some further inqviries 
ought to be made. 

Dr. Carter stated at the end of his evidence 
that the remainder of the arsenic in the 
packet avas 3.9 ounces, which was enough, 
allowing for three grains each, to kill 624 
people. 

The Coroner said that it would be very 
difficult to trace this arsenic, but from a 
public point of view it was very unsatis- 
factory if people could get such a quantity 
without there being any record.

He criticised the French Press for alleging 
that the reason for Germany's démarche was 
not to demand equality, but .o re-arm and 
to restore her former military power, pointing 
out that the German Note was the sequel to 
the arrangement with the French representa- 
tives at Geneva, and that an «pen exchange 
of views, as recommended by the Confidence 
Pact, is the bess means for dealing with such 
problems. : 

An exchange of views between France and 
Germany on the equality point would have 
been, therefgre, the proper course for paving 
the way for an agreement between all parties 
concerned. ! 

“' We want equality and not an increase of 
armaments,” the Minister emphasised, “ and 
only this point is in discussion, 


MODIFICATION ONLY. 

“If the highly-armed States cannot make 
up their minds for radical disarmament it is 
a distoration of the facts to speak ofa 
tendency in Germany to increase armaments 
of which she only proposes modification. 

“We have waited- now more than ten 
years for a fulfilment of our claim. The 
Disarmament Conference has reached the 
per where our claim. for equality must be 

ecided. No one can expect Germany to put 
up any longer with this discrimination, which 
is not in harmony with the honour of the 
German nation and Germany's prastige.’’ 
The aide mémoire set forth the following 
nine points :— | 

1—The wish for a confidential exchange of 
views between the German and French Go- 
vernments to discuss in a frank way the 
wishes to both Powers. It should be left te 
both Governments to inform Great Britain, 
America and Italy. 

2—Germany refused to sign the Geneva 
Convention because it remained far behind 
the demand of the Versailles Treaty in the 
matter of reducing armaments, but especi- 
ally because the quéstion: remains’ - open 
whether the decision arrived at should also 
apply in the case of Germany. 

—The details of Germany's views on the 
subject of equality and as to how this should 
be realised. 


GENEVA CONVENTION LACK. 

4—Germany demands that the armament of 
other countries should be rediiced to a point 
which with due regard to the special condi- 
tions in each country should ‘correspond with 
the state of armament forced upon Germany 
by the Versailles Treaty. 
The. Geneva Convéntion, however, did not 
take these points into consideration, and, 
therefore, Germany could mot accept it, as 
she demanded the same right to security as 
all other countries. 

o—Germany refuses to be treated as a 
second-class State. 

_6—Germany would be. satisfied in the be- 
ginning with a certain. modification of her 
armaments, as she believes that a sécond 
Disarmament Convention. would bring a re- 
duction of armaments for the highly-armed 
nations, which would do more justice to Ger- 
many’s standpoint. 

7—The German Government claims the right 
to revise her system of defence in a manner 
which meets the requirements, as well as the 
economic and social character, of the country. 
Germany demands changes as regards the 
period of service, liberty as regards the struc. 
ture of the forces, and a special militia force 
which should undergo a short military training, 
and which should be used for the maintenance 
of law and order at home, as well as for 
frontitr and coastal services. 

&—Germany is ready to discuss plans for 
the security of all other States. 

S—Germany expresses the wish that the 
foregoing points may convince France of the 
loyal and moderate character of Germany s 
intentions, and may open the way for a 
speedy understanding; which will remove 
existing tension.

SCHLEICHER ON THREAT 
TO EAST PRUSSIA.

“Germany will, in all circumstances, do 
what is necessary. for her defence. 
We will no longer stand being treated like 
a second-class nation,” declared General 
von Schleicher, the Minister of Defence,’ 
in an address to-day at the military 
manceuvrés in East Prussia. 

The Minister insisted that “ Germany 
must, in all circumstances, be given the 
same right to arm as other nations as a 
protection against her neighbours.” 

East Prussia was especially threatened, 
he said, adding that the Neich Govern- 
ment was ready to defend it to the last 
man.

A campaign against the employment of 
alleged unnecessary alien labour was launched 
last night at the Dublin Trades Union Council, 
when a resolution, moved: by Mr. J 
Moore, General Secretary of the Irish. National 
Woodworkers, was adopted, calling for a full 
inguiry ito every case of alien workers 
being issued a permit to work in the Free 
State, and demanding that the trades union 
in the industry in which a permit is sought 
for an alien worker shall be represented at 
the inquiry, and that the Trades Council shall 
be notified of the inquiry beforehand. 

The Secretary, Councillor P. T. Daly, read 
correspondence that had passed between the 
Executive Committee of the Council and the 
Acting Minister for Industry and Commerce 
on the importation of Belgian labour, which 
was stated to be of an expert character,.for 
the construction of a tank at the Irish Glass 
Bottle Company’s factory at Ringsend. 

The Acting Minintar had stated that the 
employment of a number of Belgian specialist 
workers was necessary to give the glass bottle 
industry a fair start under new management. 

The Council’s Executive was not satisfied 
that its inquiries had yet been answered, 


DELEGATES’ STATEMENTS, 

Delegates from several unions interested in 
the Ringsend Bottle Works stated that more 
Belgians than were mentioned by the Acting 
Minister were employed at the bottle works 
that no work was being done there that could 
not be done equally as well by the skilled 
craftsmen belonging to the Ancient Guild of 
Dublin Brick and Stone Layers, and that in 
some cases alien workers had settled here with 
their families, and were causing further un- 
employment, of Dublin workers. 

Delegates of the bakers and confectinners, 
Trish . engineers, .amalgamated engineers, 
furnishing trades, brushmakers, — etc. 
quoted. instances of the importation 
of alien labour, which, they said, 
Was not only. not of a specialist 
character, but of inferior skill to the native 
craftsmen, and in some cases permits were 
sought and obtained for men engaged in one 
cratt, but really belonging to another craft, 
and complained that some foreign workers 
were employed for longer daily hours at 
lesser pay than Dublin tradesmen. 


TREATMENT OF THE INSANE. 

The Council adopted a resolution, proposed 
by Mr. AM. Stafford, calling upon the Free 
State Government to set up a National Patho- 
logical Laboratory for the purpose of inquir- 
ing into tive causes of insanity, and carrying 
out research work in the treatment of the 
insane and feebleminded. 

Supporting the resolution, Mr. Denis 
Cullen said that according to medical authori- 
ties in Free State mental hospitals insanity 
was on the increase, but not quite to the ex- 
tent that published statistics would imply. 
Research work would be costly, but it was 
essertial ivr proper treatment, and the modest 
steps already taken by the Grangegorman 
authorities ought to be supplemented by ‘the 
work of a national laboratory. 


FILLETED FISH. 

Still another tariff, if not total prohibition, 
will be imposed if a demand voiced at. the 
Council is agreed to by the Ministry. 

. This demand is for the restrictive regula- 
tion of filleted fish imported into the Free 
State, and it comes from the Fish and Poul- 
| Section oi the Irish Transport and Gene- 
ral Workers’ Union, representing the workers 
employed yn the filleting of fish in Dublin.

OBITUARY. 
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_ SIR GILBERT PARKER. 

Sir Gilbert Parker, the author, died at his 
London home last night. He had a-heart 
attack on Sunday, and his condition gradually 
became more serious. 

Sir Gilbert Parker was in his .seventieth 

ear. He was made a knight in 1908 and a 

aronet in 1915; He was made a nfember of 
the Privy Corncil a year later. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Toronto, and 
initiated and organised the first Imperial Uni- 
vérsities’ Conference in London in 1905. He 
was M.P. for Gravesend from 1900 to 1918. 
eo Parker died in 1925. 

e was born at Camden, East Ontario, on 
November 23. 1862. He spent his youth in 
Canada and graduated at the University of 
Toronto, | e Canadian “Who's Who” 
claims him as a son of the Dominion, but 
notes with a touch of regret ‘‘he has lived 
in London, England; since 1889." His 
official description in ‘the Baronetage was 
‘Parker of Westminster.”’ He himself would, 
doubtless, have said he was a citizen of the 
Empire : 

Sir Gilbert was educated for the Church, but 
went to Australia when 23, and became asso- 
clate editor of the Sydnéy Morning Herald. 
After three years he came to London. . He 
found his métier as a story-writer in 1892, 
when in his first book he introduced the 
English reading public to ‘* Pierre and his 
People.” It met with acceptance, and the 
young author addressed himself to the task of 
meeting the popular demand for more 
stories about the French-Canadians and 
the early history o: the Dominions. 
For three years in succession he turned 
out two volumes every twelve months. 
He became one of the most popniar novelists 
of the ‘nineties.’ He reached the heights 
of achievement in the historical novel, “ Seats 
of the Mignty,’’ which was published in 1896. 
Gilbert Parker worked the French-Canadian 
| for all it was worth, and having ex- 
hausted it he went prospecting in other 
regious 
which to delve, and nothing that he wrote 
after “Seats of the Mighty ” added to his re- 
putatio 

Gilbert Parker was never an outstanding 
figure in the House of Commons. He was an 
extensive traveller and knew the Empire. He 
could, therefore, speak with authority on Im- 
rerial questions. He was Chaitmay of the 
Imperial Sonth African Association for nine 
years, and there were occasions when he in- 
tervened effectively in dehate on. questions 
arising ont of the war in South Africa. He 
was a tariff reformer and an advocate of small 
ownershi,-. or 

Sir Gilbert married in 1895 Amy, daughter 
of Ashley Van Tine. of New York. 

Doring the war Sir Gilbert was a member 
of the Government Central Colonial Com- 
mittee, and for two and a half years he was 
in charge of American publicity. In 1916 he 
was sworn a member of the Privy Council.

The ninth annual show of the Connemara 
Pony Breeders’ Society, which was held in 
Roundstone to-day, was a marked success.

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WHEN A WIFE IS NOT 


A RELATIVE,

A CIRCUIT COURT RULE, 


The question: “Is a wife a relative of a 
man for the purposesgof the service of a 
notice to quit?’’ was raised before Mr. 
Little when ejectment summonses came 
before him for hearing in the Dublin District 
Court yesterday. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, the Assistant Law Agent 
of the Dublin Corporation, remarked that, 
under the Circuit Court rules, a wife was 
held not to be the relative of a man when 
a notice to quit for the possession of a 
house was served upon her in his absence 
from home. 

Other legal gentlemen in the Court con- 
curred with Mr. Burke. Strange though the 
ruling might appear, said one of them, it 
was decided under the Circuit Court rules 
that, for the purposes of the service of a 
notice to quit, a wife was not a relative 
of her husband. “ Bat,” he added, “ you 
ean read anything yoa like out of those 
rules.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Little—Who gave that decision ? 

Mr. Burke—Judge Shannon. I had 92 
ejectment summonses upon one occasion, and 
in 90 of them, I suppose, the notices were 
served upon the wife. Fortunately, in this 
Court the service was held to be good, and 
it was well for me that I was not in the 
Circuit Court. 

Mr. Little—I must look up the Oxford 
Dictionary to see if my wife is a relative of 
mine. (Laughter) 

Mr. Burke—In my cases when the wife 
was served with notice in the absence of 
her husband the service was deemed to be 
good, and it was held that the wife was a 
relative of her husband. In the Ciremt 
Court, however, the decision is that the wife 
is not a relative of her husband. If the 
case in this Court had been disputed on the 
ground of service, I was not prepared to 
argue it, and, fortunately for me, the point 
was not raised.

A deputation from the Dublin Unemployed 
Able-Bodied Men’s Association waited upon 
the Dublin Board of Public Health at its 
fortnightly meeting yesterday to press the 
necessity for providing a sewerage scheme 
and water supply in the Finglas district. 
The Board decided to sendd a joint deputa- 
tion, comprising members of the Association, 
the Chairman of the board (Mr. H. M 
Dardis), Mr. P. Curran, T.D.; Mr, P. 
Belton, and Mr. P. Fogarty, with the 
Board’s Engineer, to wait on the City 
Manager to urge on him the feasibility of 
obtaining a supply from the Vartry system 
and linking up Finglas with the sewerage 
system. 

A deputation from the Workers’ Union of 
Ireland, headed by Mr. James Larkin junior 
waited on the Board to urge the need of 
providing a sewerage system for the cottages 
at Dean's Grange. Mr. Larkin said that 
the cottages, which were built twenty-five 
years ago, had been left without sewerage, 
although the main sewer passed quite close to 
them. The present state of sanitation was 
not alone a scandal, but a positive danger to 
the health of the whole district. The work 
of providing sewerage would give work to 
the unemployed. 

The Chairman said that the matter was 
having the attention of the Board, who were 
awaiting a report on the question from the 
Engineer, at present on holidays.
